"It was on this account that, when my distinguished predecessor and teacher, 
Professor H. H. Wilson, was a candidate for the Chair in 1832, his lexicographical

"Surely it" need not be thought surprising, if following in the footsteps of my 
venerated master, I have made it the chief aim of my professional life to provide 
facilities for the translation of the Sacred Scriptures in Sanskrit and for the promotion 
of a better knowledge of the religions and customs of India, as the best key to a 
knowledge of the religious needs of our great Eastern Dependency. My very first 
public lecture delivered after my election in 1860 was on "The Study of Sanskrit in 
Relation to Missionary Work in India" (published in 1861). (Pref. to the New

“55 St. John Street, Oxford, August 25, 1856...... Whether I shall be able to do this is 
doubtful, for without my love for antiquity and the past, my dreams for the future return again 
and again, and I feel somewhat drawn to India—a desire difficult to resist in the end. Only I do 
not know have to get there; but my life here seems so aimless and unfruitful that I shall not be 
able to bear it for very much longer. I thought the other day whether I could not manage to go to 
India with the Maharaja Dhulip Singh. He is very well spoken of, and he returns next year after 
having learnt in England what good things he would do some day for his fatherland in India. It 
seems to me it would form the natural nucleus of a small Indo Christian colony, and it is only 
necessary to create such a centre in order to exercise one’s power of attraction on all 
sides. After the last annexation the territorial conquest of India ceases—what follows next is the 
struggle in the realm of religion and of spirit, in which, of course, centre the interests of the 


nations. 


India is much ripe for the Christianity than Rome or Greece were at the time of St. Paul. The 
rotten tree has for some time had artificial supports, because its fall would have been 
inconvenient for the government. But if the Englishmen come to see that the tree mast fall. 
Sooner or later, then the thing is done, and he will mind no sacrifice either down my life, or at 
least to lend my hand to bring about this struggle I should like to lay down my life, or at least to 
lend my hand to bring about this struggle, like to go to India not as a missionary, that makes one 
dependent on the persons, nor do I care to go as a Civil Servant, as that would make me 
dependent on the government. I should like to live for ten years quietly and learn the language, 
try to make friends, and then mischief of Indian priestcraft could be overthrown and the way 
opened for the entrance of simple Christian teaching, that entrance which this teaching finds 
into every human heart, which is free from the enslaving powers of priests and from the 
obsecuring influence of philosophers. Whatever finds root in India soon overshadows the whole 


of Asia, and nowhere could the vital power of Christianity more gloriously realize itself than if 
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the world saw it spring up there for a second time, in very different form than in the West, but 


still essentially the same. 


“Much more could be said about this; a wide world opens before one... for which it 1s 
well worth while to give one’s life. And what is to be done here? Here in England? 
Here in Oxford?—nothing but to help polish up a few ornaments on a cathedral which 
is rotten at the base”’....

At the very outset of this war, it has been felt how much this 
branch of studies---in emergencies like the present so requisite, has been neglected in the system 
of our education. In all other countries which have any political, commercial, or religious 
connections with the East, provision has been made by the Government, or otherwise, to 
encourage youngmen to devote themselves to this branch of studies. Russia has always been a 
most liberal patron of Oriental philology. In the Academy of St. Petersburg there is a Chair for 
every branch of Oriental literature. The French Government has founded a school. “L’ecole 
pour les langues orientales vivantes.” At Vinna, there is an Oriental Seminary, Prussia finds it 
expedient to give encouragement to young Oriental scholars, employed afterwards with 
advantages as consuls and interpreters. In England alone, where the most vital interests are 


involved in a free intercourse with the East, hardly anything is done to faster Oriental studies.”

Not at all; it is the explicit statement of the Veda itself. 


One existent “‘sages-not the ignorant, mind you, but the seers, the men of 
knowledge-speak of in may ways, as Indra, as Yama, as Maharishwan , as Agni. ‘The 
Vedic Rishis ought surely to have known some thing about their own religion, more, 


let us hope than Roth or Maxmuller and this is what they knew. 


We are aware how modern scholars twist away from the evidence. This hymn, 
they say was a later production. This loftier idea which it expresses with so clear a 
force, rose up some how in the later Aryan mind or was borrowed by those ignorant 
fire-worshippers, sun-worshippers, sky-worshippers from their cultured and 
philosophic-Dravidian enemies. But throughout the Veda we have confirmatory 
hymns and expressions. Agni or Indra or another is expressly hymned as one with all 
the other gods. Agni contains all other divine powers within himself, the aruts are 
described as all the gods. One deity is addressed by the names of others as well as his 
own, or most commonly, he is given as Lord and king of the universe, attributes only 
appropriate to the Supreme Diety. Ah, but that can not mean, ought not to mean, 
most not mean the worship of one; let us invent a new word, call it henotheism, and 
suppose that the Rishis did not really believe Indra or Agni to be the Supreme Diety, 
but treated any god or every god as such for the once, perhaps that he might feel the 
more flattered and lend a more gracious ear for so hyper-bolic a compliment! But 
Why should not the foundation of Vedic thought be natural monotheism? Rather than 
this new fangled monstrosity of henotheism. Well, because primitive barbarians 
could not possibly have risen to such high conceptions and if you allow them to have 
so risen you imperil our theory of the evolutionary stages of the human development 
and you destroy our whole idea about the sense of the Vedic hymns and their place in 


the history of mankind. Truth must hide herself, common sense disappear from field 
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so that a theory may flourish ! I ask on this point and it is the fundamental point, who 


deals most straight forwardly with the text, Dayanand or the Western Scholars?

"..As for more than twenty years my principal work has been devoted to the 
ancient literature of India, I cannot but feel a deep as real sympathy for all that 
concerns the higher interests of the people of that country. Though I have never been 
in India, I have many friends there, both among the civilians and among the natives, 
and I believe I am not mistaken in supposing that the publication in England of the 
ancient Sacred writings of the Brahmans, which had never been published in India, 
and other contributions from different European scholars towards a better knowledge 
of the ancient literature and religion of India, have not been without some effect on 
the intellectual and religious movement that is going on among the more thoughtful 
members of Indian society. 


I have sometimes regretted that I am not an Englishman and able to help more 
actively in the great work of educating and improving the natives. But I do rejoice 
that this great task of governing and benefiting India should have fallen to one who 
knows the greatness of the task and all its opportunities and responsibilities, who 
thinks not only of its political and financial bearings, but has a heart to feel for the 
moral welfare of those millions of human beings that are, more or less, directly, 


committed to his charge. 


"India has been conquered once, but India must be conquered again, and this second 
conquest should be a conquest of education. Much has been done for education of late, but if the 


funds were tripled and quadrupled, that would hardly be enough. 


"The results of the educational work carried on during the last twenty years are 


palpable everywhere. They are good and bad, as was to be expected. It is easy to find 
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fault with what is called young Bengal, the product of English ideas grafted on the 
Indian mind. But young Bengal, with all its faults, is full of promise. Its bad features 
are apparent everywhere, its good qualities are naturally hidden from the eyes of 


careless observers...India can never be anglicized, but it can be reinvigorated... 


"...The missionaries have done far more than they themselves seem to be aware 
of, nay, much of th~ work which is theirs they would probably disclaim. The 
Christianity of our nineteenth century will hardly be the Christianity of India. But the 
ancient religion of India is. doomed and if Christianity does not step in, whose fault 
will it be ?"

"During the last twenty years a body of English gentlemen who are called 
missionaries have been publicly endeavouring in several ways to convert Hindus and 
Muhammadans of this country into Christianity. The first way is that publishing and 
distributing among the natives various books, large and small, reviling both religions 
and abusing and ridiculing the Gods and saints of the former (Hindus) : the second 
way 1s that of standing in front of the doors of the natives or in public roads to preach 
the excellency of their own religion and the debasedness of that of others; the third 
way is that if any natives of low origin become Christian from the desire of gain or 
from any other motives, these gentlemen employ and maintain them as a necessary 


encouragement to others to follow their example. 


It is true that the apostle of Jesus Chrust used to preach the superiority. of the 
Christian religion to the natives of different countries; but we must recollect that they 
were not of the rulers of those countries where they preached. Were the missionaries 
likewise to preach the Gospel and distribute books, in countries not conquered by the 
English such as Turkey and Persia etc : which are much nearer England they would 
be esteemed a body of men truly zealous in propagating religion and in following the 
example of the founders of Christianity. In Bengal where the English are the sale 
rulers and the mere name of Englishman is sufficient to frighten people an 
encroachment upon the rights of her poor timid and humble inhabitants and upon 
their religion can not be viewed in the eyes of God or pubile as a justifiable act, for 
wise and good men always feel disinclined to hurt those that are of much less strength 
than themselves and if such weak creatures be dependent on them and subject to their 
authority they can never attempt even in thought to mortify their feelings"

"My dear friend, you know how many years. I have watched your efforts to purify the 
popular religion of India, and thereby to bring it nearer to the purity and perfection of 
other religions, particularly Christianity. You know also that I have paid close 
attention to the endeavours of those who came before you, of men like Rammohun 
Roy, Debendranath Tagore, Keshub Chunder Sen, and others, in whose footsteps you 
have boldly followed, and whose work you have faithfully carried on, as far as 


circumstances allowed you to do so. What I have much admired, both in yourself and 
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your noble predecessors and fellow workers, is the patience and the even temper with 


which you have prosecuted your religious and social reforms." 


"Now it seems to me that the first things you have to do is to try to remove the 
differences that still exist among yourselves, and to settle how much of your ancient 
religion you are willing to give up, if not as utterly false, still as antiquated. You have 
given up a great deal, polytheism, idolatry, and your elaborate sacrificial worship. 
You have surrendered also, as far as I can judge, the claim of divine revelation which 
had been so carefully formulated by your ancient theologians in support of the truth 
of the Vedas. These were great sacrifices, for whatever may be thought of your 
ancient traditions, to give up what we have been taught by our fathers and mothers, 
requires a very strong conviction, and a very strong will. But though this surrender 
has brought you much nearer to us, there still remain many minor points on which 
you differ among yourselves in your various samajees or congregations. Allow me to 
say that these differences seem to me to have little to do with real religion, still they 
must be removed, because they prevent united action on your part...If you are once 
united among yourselves, you need no longer trouble about this or that missionary, 
whether he comes !EO0m London, Rome, Geneva, or Moscow. They all profess to 
bring you the Gospel of Christ. Take then the New Testament and read it for 
yourselves, and judge for yourselves whether the words of Christ, as contained in it, 


satisfiy you or not. 


"I know that you yourself, as well as Rammohun Roy and Keshub Chunder Sen, 
have done that. I know one countryman of yours who wrote a searching criticism on 
the Old and New Testaments, and then joined the Christian Church, as established in 
England, because there was something in the teaching and life of Christ, which he 


could not withstand. I know this is not an argument, yet it is something to reflect on. 


"Christ comes to you as He comes to us in the only trustworthy records preserved 
of Him in the Gospels. We have not even the right to dictate our interpretation of 
these Gospels to you, particularly if we consider how differently we interpret them 
ourselves. If you accept His teachings, as there recorded, you are a Christian. There 1s 
not necessacity whatever of your being formally received into the membership of one 
or the other sect of the Christian Church, whether reformed or unreformed. That will 


only delay the growth of Christianity in India." 
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— You would be surprised if you know how many honest Christians feel exactly 
what you feel about the Atonement, and that in this case also, those who compass sea 
and land to make one proselyte, are the very p'eople who prevent you from becoming 


proselytes, from coming to Christ and to us. 


..."T have told you already that Keshub Chunder Sen, in intimate conversation, told 
me that to all intents and purposes he was a disciple of Christ, and when I wrote to 
you, and when I think of you, I cannot resist the feeling that you too are a true 
follower of Christ.... 


"Tell me some of your chief difficulties that prevent you and your countrymen from 
openly following Christ. I shall do my best to explain how I and many who agree 
with me have met them, fnd solved them. I do not hesitate to say that on some of 
these points we may have to learn from you more than we can teach you, and I say 
this honestly, and from personal experience. That too will be a lesson difficult to learn 
for our bishops and missionaries, but in Christian humility they will have to learn it. 
From my point of view, India, at least the best partof it, is already converted to 
Christianity. You want no persuasion to become a follower of Christ. Then make up 
your mind to act for yourselves. Unite your flock, and put up a few folds to hold them 
together, and to prevent them from straying. The bridge has been built for you by 
those who came before you. Steep boldly forward, it will not break under you, and 
you will find many friends to welcome you on the other shore, and among them none 


more delighted than your old friend and fellow labourer. F. Max. Muller,"
